AND PASSPORT CASES AND SPECIAL CONSULAR SERVICES; 2) VISA 
OFFICER, WHO IS RESPONSIBLE FOR ALL IV AND NIV ISSUANCE; AND 
3) FEDERAL BENEFITS OFFICER, WHO TAKES CARE OF SOCIAL SECURITY 
AFFAIRS AND MAINTAINS THE SECTION'S CLASSIFIED RECORDS. 

THE FSL'S INCLUDE; 1) IMMIGRANT VISA SPECIALIST, WHO ALSO 
WORKS ON PASSPORT AND CITIZENSHIP CASES; 2) SENIOR VISA CLERK

1. REMARKS ON WORKLOAD NOT REFLECTED IN ABOVE STATISTICS 

SCHEDULE I: LARGE NUMBERS OF IV CASES INVOLVING EXTENSIVE 
CORRESPONDENCE CANNOT BE CLOSED BECAUSE APPLICANTS ARE DENIED 
PERMISSION TO EMIGRATE BY CZECHOSLOVAK AUTHORITIES. IN NOV, 

1976 THE GOVERNMENT OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA ANNOUNCED THAT IT WOULD 
REVIEW THE EMIGRATION CASES OF SEVERAL CHILDREN WHOSE PARENTS 
RESIDE IN THE UNITED STATES. THE NEW PROCEDURE REQUIRED OF 
THE PARENTS AND THE DELAY IN RESOLUTION OF THESE CASES HAVE 
NECESSITATED CONSIDERABLE CORRESPONDENCE. RISING FORECAST FOR 
IV'S IS BASED ON INCREASING NUMBERS OF CZECH-AMERICAN MARRIAGES 
AND POSSIBILITY THAT GOC WILL PERMIT EMIGRATION OF MORE CITIZENS 
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DIVIDED FROM FAMILY MEMBERS IN U.S. 51 CONGRESSIONAL INQUIRIES 
WERE ANSWERED IN FY 1976, MOSTLY RELATING TO IV APPLICANTS DENIED 
EMIGRATION PERMISSION BY CSSR AUTHORITIES. POST REQUESTED AND 
OBTAINED FROM INS REQUIRED 243(G) WAIVER OF SANCTIONS FOR ABOUT 
30 POTENTIAL IMMIGRANTS. 

SCHEDULE II: NIV ISSUANCE IS INCREASING PARTICULARLY IN B-2 
CATEGORY, AS GOC GRADUALLY ALLOWS MORE OF ITS CITIZENS TO VISIT 
RELATIVES OR FRIENDS IN U.S. CZECHS AND SLOVAKS FOR THE FIRST 
TIME ARE NOW OCCASIONALLY RECEIVING PERMISSION TO VISIT DISTANT 
RELATIVES WITHOUT HARD-TO-OBTAIN HARD CURRENCY ALLOTTMENTS, 

AND VISITS TO RELATIVES WHO LEFT IN 1968 AND 1969 ARE BECOMING 
MORE NUMEROUS. VISA PROCESSING IN EASTERN EUROPE NECESSITATES 
SIGNIFICANTLY HEAVIER WORKLOAD PER VISA ISSUED, INCLUDING (28) 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WAIVERS, NAME CHECKS, SECURITY ADVISORY OPINIONS, BUSVIS TELEGRAMS, 
AND OTHER CONTROLS. ADDITIONALLYGY OTHER POSTS ARE REQUIRED BY APPA 
TO OBTAIN OUR CLEARANCE FOR CZECHS AND SLOVAKS APPLYING OUTSIDE 
CSSR; MORE THAN 2000 SUCH REQUESTS WERE PROCESSED IN FY 1976, 

AS WELL AS OVER 400 CLEARANCE REQUESTS FROM INS FOR CONDITIONAL 
ENTRANTS. 

SCHEDULE III: MAJORITY OF DEATH, WELFAREAVHEREABOUTS, ESTATE 
AND PROPERTY AND SSA CASES MUST BE HANDLED BY EXCHANGE OF NOTES 
WITH CSSR FOREIGN MINISTRY; 1 19 SUCH NOTES WERE SENT IN FY 1976. 
ADDITIONALLY, AMCITS FORMERLY CITIZENS OR RESIDENTS OF CSSR CAN 
ONLY OBTAIN CZECHOSLOVAK VITAL DOCUMENTS THROUGH EMBASSY; 
EMBASSY HANDLED 20 SUCH REQUESTS IN FY 1976. MANY WAV CASES 
ARISE FROM VISA DIFFICULTIES AMCITS HAVE WITH CSSR AUTHORITIES, 

AND CASES INVOLVING AMCITS BORN IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA TEND TO BE LONG 
AND TIME-CONSUMING. 

SCHEDULE IV: A GREAT DEAL OF TIME IS SPENT WITH ELDERLY VISA 
APPLICANTS (ABOUT 20 PER YEAR) WHO ARE FOUND TO HAVE A CLAIM TO 
U.S. CITIZENSHIP, SINCE REGULATIONS REQUIRE THIS TO BE INVESTI- 
GATED BEFORE A VISA CAN BE ISSUED. 

GENERAL: CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION EUROPE, WHICH 
CULMINATED IN 1975 HELSINKI FINAL ACT, AROUSED INCREASED INTEREST 
IN FLOW OF PEOPLE BETWEEN USA AND CSSR, AND CONSIDERABLY AUGMENTED 
EMBASSY'S CORRESPONDENCE AND ACTION IN HUMANITARIAN CASES. 
EMBASSY'S CONSULAR SECTION IS RESPONSIBLE FOR MONITORING AND 
REPORTING CZECHOSLOVAK COMPLIANCE WITH VARIOUS PROVISIONS OF 
HELSINKI FINAL ACT; MANY MAN HOURS ARE USED TO FILL RELATED 
REPORTING REQUIREMENTS. CZECHOSLOVAK OFFICIALS HAVE INDICATED 
TO EMBASSY THE POSSIBILITY OF AMNESTY TO THEIR FORMER CITIZENS 
WHO ARE CONSIDERED TO HAVE REMAINED ILLEGALLY ABROAD AFTER THE 
1968 WARSAW PACT INVASION. IF THE AMNESTY IS BROADLY IMPLEMENTED, 
MORE THAN 20,000 AMERICAN CITIZENS WILL BE ABLE TO VISIT THEIR 
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RELATIVES IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA EOR THE FIRST TIME IN NINE YEARS, 

WHICH WOULD GREATLY INCRAKSE THE SECTION'S PROTECTION AND WELFARE 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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SERVICES; MANY OE THEIR RELATIVES HERE WOULD ALSO RECEIVE 
PERMISSION TO VISIT THE U.S. FOR FIRST TIME, POSSIBLY 
DOUBLING OUR ISSUANCE OE B-2 VISAS. 

THE APPEARANCE OE CIVIL RIGHTS MOVEMENT (CHARTER 77) IN CZECHO- 
SLOVAKIA IN JANUARY 1977 RESULTED IN A TEMPORARY INCREASE IN THE 
NUMBER OE VISITATIONS FROM CITIZENS INTERESTED IN IMMIGRATION 
OR ASYLUM. 

THE OPENING OE THE U.S. CONSULATE IN BRATISLAVA HAS BEEN 
INDEFINITELY POSTPONED, SO THE EMBASSY WILL RETAIN ALL CONSULAR 
RESPONSIBILITIES EOR CZECHOSLOVAKIA EOR THE EORESEEABLE EUTURE. 

THE CONSULAR SECTION RECEPTIONIST RECEIVES VISITORS EOR OTHER 
SECTIONS OF THE EMBASSY. 

A LARGE AMOUNT OE MANPOWER IS USED IN COMPLETING AN INCREASING 
NUMBER OE REPORTS TO THE DEPARTMENT: THE REQUIREMENT TO DO A 
COMPLETELY NEW DISPOSITION OP REMAINS REPORT EACH YEAR, WHEN 
LITTLE HAS CHANGED, IS ONEROUS; MUCH TIME COULD BE SAVED IN THE 
PREPARATION OP THE CONSULAR PACKAGE IF THE DEPARTMENT COULD 
PORWARD A QUESTIONAIRE EOR COMPLETION TO POSTS, OBVIATING THE 
NEEDLESS RETYPING OP THE QUESTIONNAIRE ITSELF. 

AN INSPECTION RECOMMENDATION TO REPLACE ONE PSL VISA POSITION, 

WHEN THE POSITION BECOMES VACANT, WITH A PIT DURING THE PEAK 
PERIOD IS PRESENTLY UNDER DISCUSSION IN THE EMBASSY.
